“ Pondering over tbe elevated railway 
train problem one day, tbe thought and- 
deoly flashed upon me, why not apply 
tba aame principle to train operation? 
That la, make a train unit by tbe com¬ 
bination of a number of Individual oara, 
each complete In all reepecte, and pro¬ 
vide for operating tbem all almultan- 
aoualy from any maater awitcb on any 
oar. Tbla Idea, sketched on a scrap of 
paper, marked tbe complete birth of 
this new method, then named and now 
naarlj everywhere known aa the 'malU- 
p li 88 k system. Its greet possibil¬ 
ities Instantly ahnorded my Interest, aa 
I saw the opooing of a naw epoch In 
olootrla railway oporatlos. Hero was 

• way to giro a train of any leogth ail 
tho aharacUrtatlca of a single ear. with 
•vary facility of operation which eomid 
bn d e m a n ded by the aott exacting oon- 
fUUoos of carvtac and oapnolty. 

*• After two abortive attempts to got tho 
>g>r1vtl«c« to demon strata the advantage# 
-of tbe system at my own expense on the 
"Vaobattan road In New York, no uoex- 

• peeled opportunity suddenly arcs# In 
tha spring of 1997. when I wee request¬ 
ed to act as the ooncultlog engineer of 
the South Side Elevated Eallway of 
Ohtoago. A brief Inepectloo of tbe lay. 
oat showed a field ripe for multiple unit 
application, which I briefly explained to 
Sargent and Lundy the engineer*, and 
to Mr. Clark of the General Electric 
-Company, fortunately *11 old friends. I 
hastily drew up a report, tbe main 
feature of which was an argument In 
favor of the abandonment of locomotive 
oara, and tbe adoption of Individual 
equipment under common oootrol—In 
short, \be multiple-unit system. Aa an 
•earnest of my confidence I supplement¬ 
ed tbe report by an offer to undertake 
the equipment of the general plan out- 
lined, whleh met with the endorsement 
of the engineer.
